Number of day care centers has risen

The 1980s and ’90s have seen an increase 
in the number of two-income families and 
working mothers in the U.S. The boom in the 
number of day care centers has risen to 
match the needs of those families.

Ken Mahony named town representative for 
Greater Lawrence Sanitary District Commission

After only six months in the 
private sector Kenneth Mahony is 
jumping back into public service, 
this time looking out for North 
Andover’s interests in several 
regional projects. 

North Andover selectmen 
Monday night, July 16, appointed 
Mr. Mahony as the _ town’s 
representative to the Greater 
Lawrence’ Sanitary District 
Commission, the first of many 
projects they would like to have him 
working on. 

“They approached me and asked 
me if I was willing” to help out, Mr. 
Mahony said last week. 

Mr. Mahony, 54, of 228 Salem St., 
resigned as Andover’s town manager 
in February after eight years of 
service. He is now chief executive 
officer of Moody, Cavanaugh & Co., a 
consulting firm in North Andover. 

James Gordon, North Andover’s 
town manager, said that town has 
several facilities that serve a multi- 
community need, yet it often comes 
out on the short end of operating 
these plants. 

“We've had our ongoing problems 
with the sanitary district,” Mr. 
Gordon said. 

Other projects in which North 
Andover would like to involve Mr. 
Mahony include the North East Solid 
Waste Committee’s refuse-to-energy 
plant, a proposed regional recycling

facility that may be located next to 
the plant and the industrialization of 
part of the Lawrence Municipal 
Airport . 

North Andover selectmen will sit 
down in a couple weeks to decide 
exactly what roles they would like 
Mr. Mahony to play in these other 
projects and how much to pay him, 
but Mr. Gordon said he knows he 
has the right man for the job. 


“Because there are several issues 
with these  inter-community 
facilities, it would be best to have 
one voice,” Mr. Gordon said. “I 
couldn’t think of anyone more suited 
for that plan than Ken Mahony.” 

The sanitary district facility, 
located on Charles Street in North 
Andover, processes sewerage and 
waste water from Andover, 
Lawrence, Methuen, North Andover. 
and Salem, N.H. 


The commission has eight 


. members, three from Lawrence, two 


from Methuen, one each from 
Andover and North Andover and one 
non-voting member from Salem. 

North Andover was looking for 
someone who works well with people 
and knows the local officials, 
according to Mr. Mahony. 

“Someone who knows the people 
in Lawrence, Andover and Methuen 
and has experience,” Mr. Mahony 
said. 

Mr. Mahony knows the local 
officials from his years of service 
here, especially Bob McQuade, 
Andover’s public works director and 
its representative on the sanitary 
district commission and NESWC. 

Mr. Mahony is looking forward to 
the new challenge, despite that it 
means he'll once again be attending 
night meetings. He said he is not yet 
sure of all of the ramifications of his 
new job. 

“But I'll give it a try,” he said.

way and more questions come up, 
the Townsman will do its best to help 
you cope and to keep the recycling 
police off your curb. 

Which brings up the first ques- 
tion. 

What is meant by mandatory 
recycling? 

Well. It means you have to sepa- 
rate the glass and paper from the 
rest of the trash you would normally 
throw in the garbage bag and place it 
at the curb on designated recycling 
collection days. 

No. You probably won’t go to jail 
for accidentally putting a soda can 
into the regular garbage and there 
will be no recycling police. Nobody 
will be coming around at night and 
poking through your trash to see if 
you've missed a copy of the Boston 
Globe or a pickle jar. 

The town’s efforts will focus on 
educating residents about the bene- 
fits of recycling rather than force 
them into compliance. 

We're goingito try and do it strict-<; 


ly by education,” said Bob McQuade, 
Department of Public Works direc- 
tor. 

He said the town will take a “wait 
and see” attitude regarding noncom- 
pliance, rather than attempt to devel- 
op a policy ahead of time. 

In the town of Lexington, which 
has had a similar recycling program 
for almost two years, the most 
extreme action was that the town 
would stop picking up the trash if 
someone refused to cooperate, but 
even that did not happen until all 
alternatives were exhausted. 

How does it work? 

Each home will get a recycling 
bin. The bin is made from hard plas- 
tic, about 25 percent of which is recy- 
cled materials, according to Paul 
Maag, the recycling program manag- 
er at Waste Management. 

The bin would typically be placed 
in a garage, breezeway or on a porch, 
but is also weather proof and has 
drainage holes so it can be left out- 
side.

collection day. In either case, on col- 
lection day the glass bottles should 
be placed in the bottom of the bin on 
the curb by 7 a.m.

“We would prefer to have people 
not put broken glass in simply from 
a safety standpoint,” said Kevin 
Walton, general manager at Waste 
Management. 

Bottle caps should be removed. 
Window glass and ceramics, such as 
dishes, should not be included. 

What paper is included? 

Newspapers and magazines only 
are included in the recycling con- 
tract. The two should be separated, 
but don't have to be. They do need to

Andover’s always been lucky with 
water. 

Even in the hottest weather and the 
longest dry spells, when other towns are 


issuing water bans and forbidding 


residents to even water their gardens, 
Andover folks can sit back and enjoy 
their green lawns. 

In fact, the last time there was a water 
ban in town was more than 20 years ago. 

“We've got a more-than-adequate 
supply for anything the weather can 
throw at us,” explains Bob McQuade, 


the head of the town’s Department of 


Public Works. 

He’s not bragging — he’s just stating 
the facts. 

It really isn’t a matter of water 
smarts, however. It’s simply that old 
real estate adage about the three most 
important things in real estate: location, 
location and location. 

Sitting next to the Merrimack River 
gives Andover a fresh-water advantage 
that a lot of other towns don’t have — the 
kind that even money can’t buy. 

Currently Andover can produce a 
water surplus of 18 million gallons a 
day. That’s a lot of extra water for a 
town of 28,000. 

But before everyone drives away for 
the weekend leaving all their sprinklers 
running, it’s worth taking another look 
at how carefully we use our water — even 
though our supply may seem limitless. 

We should be thankful for the 
abundance of water we have, but we 
should also realize that things can

A wasteful society,

Editor, Townsman: 

Recently there has been much discussion 
about polystyrene and its potential harm to 
humans and the environment. Last Tuesday 
there was an informative public forum at the 
Memorial Hall Library that addressed the 
issue in depth. 

The forum was initiated by a local 
grassroots organization called “People for 
the Environment.” In attendance were 
several chemists and a toxicologist, as well 
as many concerned citizens. 

The forum intended to educate people 
abut the dangers of polystyrene, a product 
that is used often in the food service and 
packaging industries. In turn, we were 
presented with conclusive studies and facts 
that showed that polystyrene was in fact 
very hygienic, economically sound, not 
ozone destroying and not such an immediate 
threat to human health as once thought by 
many people, 

The largest problem that we are facing 
with polystyrene is its disposal. Polystyrene 
is not biodegradable and remains in the 
environment for hundreds of years. Recent 
technology has enabled polystyrene to be 
recycled and be used in many products that 
can be of just as high a quality and 
reliability as new plastics. 

Unfortunately, most of the polystyrene 
produced is put into the waste stream and 
harms our environment. 

One thing that everyone at the forum 
agreed upon was that we must begin with 
source reduction. We live in a wasteful 
society that chooses convenience and 
appearance over practicality. 

We must change our lifestyles in order to 
preserve resources and keep our 
environment clean for our children. Small 
changes, such as using your own mug 
instead of styrofoam or paper, shopping 
responsibly by buying things in bulk and 
with the least amount of packaging and even 
bringing your own bags to the supermarket 
make a difference. 

Also, the need for recycling was stressed. 
If we choose to use polystyrene, we must be 
responsible enough to make sure that it is 
recycled. Recycling reduces waste, saves 
energy and protect resources and, in most 
cases, is just as easy to do as throwing 
something away.

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RECYCLING

The new and improved recycling plan for 
Andover will begin the week of Aug. 6. 
Plastic bins will arrive on everyone's 
doorstep with a calendar to explain 
mandatory recycling as it will work in 
Andover. 

The bins will arrive the week of July 30, 
and that same week paper collection under 
the old contractor will continue. 

Starting the next week, glass (which will 
be put in the bin) and paper (which will be 
bagged or tied as usual) will be picked up on 
your trash day every other week. Read the 
flyer/calendar carefully to find out which 
week you begin, 

Misunderstandings or complaints should 
go to the number on the calendar for Waste 
Management or to the Department of Public 
Works at the water treatment plant. 


Plastics can be brought as 
usual to the West Middle 
School parking lot on the 
third Saturday of each 


month. 


Waste Management is very well 
organized and expects everyone to 
cooperate with the mandatory rule to 
recycle glass and paper. We all expect to see 
the bins at every driveway on the 
appropriate week. 

Plastics can be brought as usual to the 
West Middle School parking lot on the third 
Saturday of each month. Aug. 18 is the next 
date, 

Due to the many changes in the market 
for plastics, we must be flexible in recycling 
this product. As Dave White can find 
markets, he will accept products from the 
town. 

Right now four types of plastics are 
acceptable. 

*Milk, juice and water jugs should be 
rinsed out and flattened. 

*Polystyrene trays under packaged 
vegetables and meat, which should be stored 
clean and together. Polystyrene cups and 
egg cartons can come too, 

‘Plastics that have a No, 1 on the bottom 
encircled by a recycling logo, usually soft 

“drink or liquor bottles, may be recycled. 

*Plastics that have a No. 2 on the bottom 
circled with a recycling logo, usually 
consisting of household detergent ad 
shampoo bottles, can also be recycled, 

All these plastics should be sorted and 
flattened, if possible, at home. However, we 
will be at the bin to help. 

Andover Recycling will still exist, though 
not as a corporation anymore. We will not 
hire contractors , collect money or pay bills. 

In the fall we expect to have more time to 
work on continuing projects, such as 
recycling at schools, town departments, 

apartment complexes and commercial and 
industrial sites. 

Anyone concerned with any of the above 
or other phases not yet begun is welcome to 
join the group. President Tina Girdwood of 
Tucker Road and Vice President Virginia 
Cole of Highland Road will provide further 
information,

spokeswomen for’ the 
Childcare Circuit in 
Lawrence. 

Ms. Thompson said the 
organization’s policy doesn’t 
allow her to release the 
names or address of the day 
care centers or family 
providers to the press. 

The Childcare Circuit is 
partially subsidized by the 
state’s Office for Children, 
but also receives funding 
through fees it charges for 
day care referrals. 

For a fee the Circuit 
assists parents and contracts 
out to companies for special 
in-depth day care referral for 
employees. 

The Circuit covers 45 
communities in the 
Merrimack Valley. 


in child care demand and 
supply from 1984 to ’89,” said 
Ms. Thompson. Most of the 
day care center construction 
consists of projects started a 
few years ago and only 
recently completed, she said. 

Of those 17 center-based 
programs in Andover, two 
offer school-age day care for 
before and after school hours 
and one is able to provide 
services for special needs 
children, 

Each day care center and 
family provider for six or 
more children must be 
licensed by the OFC and the 
local city or town’s building 
inspector, said Ms. Blaha. 
Those offering special needs 
care must have an additional 
special license from the 
state. 

Day care centers and 
family providers must meet 


certain guidelines regarding 
physical space of the over all 
building, activity space, 
developmentally correct play 
equipment, lead paint-free 
environment, up-to-date 
health records and 
appropriate staff-to-child 
ratios, said Ms. Blaha. 

Staff ratios and 
qualifications depend on 
each staffer’s position. Not 
all positions require a 
college degree, said Ms. 
Blaha. There are different 
titles, such as head teacher, 


teacher and teacher 
assistants. 
Ratios also vary 


depending on children’s 
ages, she said.The state OFC 
requires each center-based 
day care program to have at 
least one adult for every 
three infants. Some states in 
the South allow ratios two to

some effort, but it doesn’t take much. 
Besides, how often do you wash a dish that 
you don’t have to dry and put back on the 
shelf? 

What about plastic? Aluminum? 

( Plastic and aluminum may be incorporat- 
ed into the town’s curbside program later on, 
but for now will continue to be collected at 
the West Middle School on the third of each 
month. (See Virginia Cole’s recycling col- 
umn on page 36 in this week’s Townsman for 
details on the plastic collection program.) 

Who owns the bin? 

The bins are the property of the town of 
Andover, but residents can put their name or 
address on them. 

If bins are lost or damaged they can be 
replaced, but the town has purchased a limit- 
ed number of them and will keep records of 
how they are being distributed. 

« , Residents will.not be charged for them, as 

- they are already, being’paid for out of taxes. 


What about apartments? Offices? 

Apartment buildings with more than six 
units are required to have their own own pri- 
vate contractor for trash collection. 
Businesses are not on the town trash collec- 
tion route and will not be included in the 
recycling program. Helping apartment com- 
plexes and businesses become involved in 
recycling programs still needs to be 
addressed. 

Is there help for the elderly? Disabled? 

Other towns have involved schools and 
youth groups in voluntary programs to help 
get recyclables out to the curb for those who 
are physically unable to do so on their own. 
Those types of programs are also an option 
here. Anyone with such a problem should 
contact the town manager's office for infor- 
mation on these services. 

Who answers questions or deals with 
problems?

questions regarding the program..They .can 


be reached at 1005620821, 


three times higher than 
Massachusetts,, said Ms.

“Massachusetts ’ 
requirements are based on 
safety and logic. In the case of an 
emergency, one day care worker 
could conceivably pick up three 
babies and carry them to safety,” 
said Ms. Thompson. 

Day care costs also vary 
depending on the age of the 
child. Care for infants is 
usually the most expensive. 
The closer a center is to 
Boston, the higher fees go, said 
Ms. Thompson. 

There are six center-based 
day care providers in Andover 
for infants up to 15 months -of- 
age and toddlers ages 16 
months to 2 years 9 months. 
The average cost for this care 
five days each week in the 
Northeast is $150 to $185. 

Day care for preschoolers, 
ages 2 years 9 months to first 
grade, averages about $125 to 
$160 for a full five days each 
week. Almost all the day care 
centers in Andover provide 
care for this age group. 

Three of the 17 centers in 
Andover provide before- and 
after-school care for 
kindergartners at 
approximately the same cost 
each week for preschoolers.

Mooers, Officers Aumais and Froburg are not far out of 
line with the rest of the department. 

Five of the other seven lieutenants, four sergeants and 
two patrolman all earned in excess of $70,000 last year. 
The lowest-paid member of the entire force was 
Detective Robert Cronin, who earned $43,559, according 
to payroll figures in the town offices. 

The 50 members of the police force increased their pay 
an average of 50 percent over their regular salaries 
through overtime and paid details during fiscal year 
1990, which ended July 1. 

No one is questioning whether Lt. Mooers, Officer 
Aumais or any other officers earned their extra pay. 
They worked the hours. 

As Chief James Johnson pointed out this week, the 
telephone company strike alone was probably the reason 
earnings from private details worked by all force 
members more than doubled from $291,000 in 1989 to 
$618,000 in fiscal 1990. Officers are paid double time-and- 
a-half when working strike details. 

But the high salaries and long hours do bring up some 
questions. 

Is the town getting its money’s worth during an 
officer’s regular 8-hour shift if he or she is also working 
overtime and extra details on the side? Are they getting 
an alert, well-rested employee? Could a civilian be 
trained to direct traffic at a cheaper rate? Should police 
salaries be lower, considering the availability of 
overtime? 

Controlling overtime hours 

Police officers working too many hours is a safety 
concern to James Johnson, Andover’s police chief. 

“It’s always a concern for any police administrator,” 
Chief Johnson said. 

Selectmen in the town of Seabrook, N.H, earlier this 
month withheld authorization of overtime pay to protest 
the amount of overtime officers work in that town. 
Danvers and Methuen have limitations on the number of 
hours policemen can work. 

Andover has considered doing the same here, but 
hasn't done so yet. But to make sure officers are not 
overworked or over-tired, some limits are in place in the 
contract. 

“We have language in the contract that an officer can’t 
work more than 16 hours straight,” Chief Johnson said. 

The department has looked at the problem of 
policemen working long hours and found that an officer 
can work 16 hours without diminishing his effectiveness, 
according to the chief. 

“IT haven’t seen any appreciative amount of lack of 
productivity,” Chief Johnson said. 

Although the town has no limit on the total number of 
hours an officer can work in a week or a month, Officer 
Thomas Siopes, president of the patrolmen’s union, said 
the issue has come up. 

“There have been suggestions by the town to limit the 
number of hours, but in discussions, it wasn’t really a 
problem because people weren’t working , for example, 
20 hours a day, four days in a row,” Officer Siopes said. 

“If it becomes a problem, I’m sure the town is going to 
bring it up again.” 

Methuen limits its officers to 105 hours of overtime 
per month, according to Chief Johnson. 

Christ Bouras, Danvers police chief, argued last year 
for limits, but only managed to get agreement that 
officers couldn’t work a total of more than 93.5 hours per 
week in his town. 

“It’s a 90-hour week situation. Still, I think it’s too 
much, but at least it’s a beginning,” Chief Bouras said. 
“At least we got something in the contract.” 

Some officers were working 16-hour shifts everyday 
and Chief Bouras said that is too much. 

“They must come to work tired and that’s totally 
unacceptable,” he said. 

Two or three extra eight-hour shifts would be more 
reasonable, according to Chief Bouras. 

“Maybe something like that. After that I think it gets 
too cumbersome,” he said. 

” Police officers in’ Danvers are earning the same kind 
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of money as officers here in Andover, according to Chief 
Bouras. 

“We have the same thing, eighty thousand (dollars),” 
he said. 

Chief Johnson said filling overtime shifts is a problem 
that probably adds to some individuals ending up with a 
lopsided number of hours. 

“At any one time, one-third of your shift is off,” the 
chief said.

If an extra shift is needed, the most available person is 
often someone who has just finished a shift. 

Also, not everyone wants the overtime, according to 
Chief Johnson, so it ends up going to whoever will take 


it. 


“The only problem you have is you have more and 


more people not wanting 
overtime,” the chief said. 

Part of the reason for that is a 
younger group of officers that 
are more interested in having a 
social life than “building a nest 
egg,” according to the chief. 

“We have a younger group of 
officers than we had 20 years 
ago,” he said. 

When nobody volunteers for 
the overtime, the department has 
to assign it to someone, 
according to the chief. 

“We have more mandatories 
now than we ever had,” the chief 
said. 

Detail assignments 

Private details, like overtime 
hours, are regulated according to 
the policemen’s contracts. The 
lieutenants, sergeants and 
patrolmen all have separate 
contracts, but the guidelines are 
similar. 

When a= detail comes 
available, the officer who has the 
day off and has the least amount 
of detail hours is given first 
crack at the job. 

“It’s a fair and equitable 
system,” said Officer Siopes. “It’s 
something we've had in Andover 
for a good many years.” 

“You may see certain officers 
that have a high number of 
hours,” Officer Siopes said. “A 
lot of that may be just because of 
the shift they work. 

“Senior officers, if they are 
desirous of a lot of details, would 
sign up for the early night shift 
because that would render them 
available for a lot of details.” 
Contract dispute 

But the system has a flaw in it 
this year. Patrolmen have been 
working without a contract since 
July of 1989 and the distribution 
of overtime money is an issue, 
according to Officer Siopes. 

“This is something that is one 
of the hangups in the contract 
right now,” Officer Siopes said. 

Officers working private 
details were always paid the 
same rate, 1.5 times the highest 
patrolman’s hourly wage. The 
rate is currently $29 an hour 
based on the old contract pay 
scale. 

Officers are working out of 
rank when working a road job, 
not as sergeants and lieutenants

but as patrolmen, 
according to Officer 
Siopes. The state 
police have always 
worked the same 
way, he said. 

But when the 
lieutenants and 
sergeants settled 
their current 
contracts, they made 
changes in that 
policy. Instead of 
being paid the same 
as patrolmen for 
private details, the 
higher-ranking officers now receive 
the same pay differential that applies 
to their base salaries. For instance, a 
lieutenant’s base salary is 1.5 times 
that of a patrolman. The same 
differential now applies to detail rates. 
Lieutenants are now paid 1.5 times the 
detail rate that the patrolmen are paid, 
or about $44 an hour. 

“The deviation between ranks is 
very high compared to other 
departments,” Officer Siopes said. 

This change is more of a rights or a 
process issue for the patrolman rather 
than a money issue, according to 
Officer Siopes, 

But it is also a problem for 
contractors who before knew just what 
they were paying when they hired a 
private detail, he said. 

“Now a contractor doesn’t know,” 
Officer Siopes said.

“It’s a very difficult thing for us to 
resolve, there being separate 
bargaining units. Separate rates for 
different ranks is very unpalatable,” 
Officer Siopes said. 

But despite their differences, Officer 
Siopes said he’s optimistic that union 
members can resolve their disputes 
when contract negotiations resume 
Aug. 2. 

“I don’t believe the primary concern 
is money,” Officer Siopes said. 
“They're rights issues — how certain 
things will be done.”

fast laws regulating the work don’t 
exist, according to Officer Siopes. 

Police have judged which types of 
traffic situations are dangerous and 
require a police detail, he said. If road 
work forces traffic to cross a solid 
yellow line into oncoming traffic, for 
example, that is obviously a situation 
which calls for a detail officer, 
according to Officer Siopes. 

As to why a police officer is 
required and not just a contractor’s 
employee, Officer Siopes said that is an 
enforcement issue. 

“I think it relates to who has the 
power to control traffic and so forth,” 
Officer Siopes said. “A citizen does not 
have the power to go out in the 
roadway and direct traffic and enforce 
the law.” 

Allowing other than police officers 
to provide the service may allow

contractors to increase their profits by 
paying less for the job, according to 
Officer Siopes, “but at the sacrifice of 
public safety.” 

“IT think the town has additional 
benefits with an officer working road 
jobs,” he said. “If they see something, 
they have the power to react. 

“Another point is, were police 
officers not working road jobs, they’d 
be out working part time jobs 
somewhere else and not available to 
the town.” 

There was also another good reason 
to have police officers working the 
details, according to Officer Siopes. 

“If police officers were not working 
road jobs, I’m sure that (they would be 
seeking) higher base pay,” he said. 

“It works out to everybody’s 
advantage, both the employee and the 
employer...at no cost to the town.”
